of Northern Illinois Thursday night, damaging some homes and felling 
hundreds of trees and utility poles. 


Thundershowers, strong

state. Lightning broke a three-foot 
hole in the roof of a two-story 
house in Chicago's South Side. 


No injuries were reported in the

He said he saw "fabrics and 


structural objects near one an- 
other, some showing effects of 
heat and others no heat at all."

was evidence of "tremendous pres- 
sures and other signs of complete 
vacuums. 


He said the explosions were "the 


worst I have seen in all my naval 
service." 


He declined to speculate on the 


cause. The Navy court" of inquiry 
will open its investigation Satur 
day.

the government." 


Press Secretary James C. Hagcr- 


ty read the statement to reporters 
at the White House. The statement 
itself did not mention McCarthy 
but Hagerty said it referred to Mc- 
Carthy's remarks at the army- 
McCarthy hearings Thursday when 
McOy-thy said: 


"As far as I'm concerned, I

Need Federal Aid Now io Ease 


Classroom Shortage 


A eovernment survey shows that in the school year just 


clowne there was a deficit of nearly 350,000 classrooms. The 
likelihood is the situation will get worse as the children of 
World War n marriages stream through the school doors. 


Currently'before the senate labor and public welfare 


committee is a proposal authorizing federal aid to the states 
for new school construction. If this measure were to be. ap- 
proved by congress, and implemented-.by direct appropria- 
tions, a healthy start could be made toward licking this 
problem. 
However, Secretary Oveta Gulp Hobby of the depart- 


ment of health, education and welfare has asked that action 
be delayed. She wants to wait until planned White House 
and state conferences on the situation can be held, so a more 
accurate gauge can be put on the ability of local communities 
to meet construction needs.• 
• • 


There would seem not the slightest reason to doubt Mrs. 


Hobby's good faith In this matter. Her request for a post- 
ponement does not make her an enemy of new school con- 
struction, as some of her critics seem to suggest. 


But, assuming the best of motives, the effect of a post- 


ponement by congress on federal aid would be to increase 
the classroom deficit through the 1954-55 season, with dam- 
aging result upon the educational opportunities of hundreds 
of thousands of youngsters. 


There is always a certain lag between the voting of ap- 


propriations and the start of authorized projects, and ob- 
viously school buildings cannot be thrown up overnight like 
tents. If federal action is put off until the 1955 session of 
congress, the prospects are that the benefits of any aid will 
not be felt in the form of new schoolrooms until some time 
in 1956—possibly even later. 
• 
• * 


Inland around congress are some pretty ingenious bill- 


drafters. If one of these cannot come up with a federal aid 
formula flexible enough to accommodate to later informa- 
tion on local community resources, then the craft of lawmak- 
ing is sagging badly. 


The senate and house ought to approve now some such 


flexible plan, and initial appropriations should be voted. 
Cramped quarters can produce cramped minds. Delay may 
put an ineradicable scar upon our youth. 


It is better to move fast and err on the side of spending 


too much, than to delay and deprive America's young peo- 
ple of an opportunity that, for them, may never conic again 
in quite the same way.

Don't Be Tricked by Words 
That Hide Child's Needs

"Remember that when your child 


is most demanding and defiant, he 
is in most need of your reassurance 
and love." 


Perhaps no sentence in the child 


guidance books has so frustrated 
parents as this one. 


Reading it, we recall yester- 


day's 
attempt 
to 
soothe 
our 


screaming, kicking son in the gro- 
cery store. 


We remember last night's effort 


to break through the sullenness 
o£ the daughter denied permission 
to wear her new Sunday dress to 
school this morning. 


And the idea that these two an- 


gry people have been pining for our 
"reassurance and love" 
seems 


about as silly an idea as we've 
ever heard. 


Without 
quite 
knowing what 


we're thinking, we think to our- 
selves: "I guess there's something 
different and wrong about me. 
There must be something pecu- 
liarly revolting about my reassur- 
ance and love because infuriated 
children certainly seem to want no 
part of them." 


That isrnot true. We learn that is 


isn't when we discover how often 
we ourselves use angry words to 
demand one thing when we really 
want another, when we begin to 
realize how often human beings 
use such words to hide themselves 
from each other.

What, for instance, do we say 


when our children's father tele- 
phones to tell us he won't be horn* 
for dinner? With tension and re- 
.sentment in our words, we say, 
"I'm having roast lamb for supper. 
You knew that because I told you 
so this morning. I guess you don't 
care what trouble I go to. I'm get- 
ting sick of planning for nothing." 


But is eating roast lamb what we 


really want of our husband? Isn't 
this what we really want to say: 
"Have you stopped loving me, Bill? 
Is there another woman you like 
better than me? Please tell me 
that we are dear'and close to one 
another because lately I've begun 
to fear that we are not. . . " \ 


Why do we speak the accusing 


superficial words into the telephone 
instead of the true ones?

In McCarthy*Army Feud 
Colin Contradicts Army in 
First Full Day on Stand

WASHINGfON OP)—The people -In" 


the disjointed, mixed-up and some- 
times almost disorderly McCarthy- 
Army hearings have all but over- 
shadowed the issues. 


Some of the most unpredictable 


among the people involved still 
face their big test: Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis); his subcommittee coun- 
sel, Roy M. Cohn: Special Army 
Counsel Joseph N. Welch, and Ray 
Jenkins, special counsel for the 
Senate 
Investigating subcommit- 


tee. 


No one will have to testify .as 


long as Robert T. Stevens, the dig- 
nified secretary of the Army, who 
was- often vague and so consist-

McCarthy's 


j:bcs that he looked dull. 


Some Contrast 


When Army Counselor John G. 


Adams took the stand he provided 
some contrast, but not much. His 
prccirion was almost pedantic. He 
answered with an unemotional, 
brittle voice as if he were in a 
classroom explaining a problem in 
arithmetic. 


While these two almost colorless 


men occupied the center of the 
stag* for weeks, they looked like 
backdrops for more vivid people 
around them. 


Perhaps no one in a Senate hear- 


ing ever got so much personal 
publicity for saying so little as 
Welch, the 64-year-old Boston law- 
yer who makes a habit of bow ties 
and pushing his upper lip with a 
forefinger. 


With his head cocked in a bird- 


like attentiveness, Welch sat day 
after day beside his client. Stevens, 
and in his eyes there was the 
skeptical and detached look of a 
man watching magicians through 
a window.

Welch trade on this by getting Mc- 
Carthy excited, crossing him up, 
confusing'him, or putting him to 
rout? At this moment, Welch is an 
unknown quantity in this respect. 


Wear* Two Hats 


Jenkins, apparently a warm and 


friendly man off-stage, has had to 
wear two hats, requiring a fast 
personality shift. First he must 
give each witness direct examina- 
tion, acting like the man's own 
lawyer, letting the witness lay his 
case on the table in the best light. 


Having done this. Jenkins im- 


mediately put on the hat of the 
cross-examiner. 


He can be rough. He was criti- 


cized for treating Stevens like a 
convicted criminal. 


The 
strong-jawed 
Jenkins, 
a 


Tennessean, is now about to col- 
lide with the McCarthy side as he 
moves toward cross-examination of 
Cohn and McCarthy. This will be 
a test for Jenkins, not only as a 
lawyer but perhaps as a man. 


Will he tear into McCarthy and 


Cohn as freely and roughly as he 
did into Stevens and Adams? Or 
will McCarthy be able to awe him 
into timidity? 


Cohn Calm 


Cohn, who has just started to 


testify, has looked calm and con- 
trolled so far. But he's only stating 
his case. He hasn't been cross- 
examined yet by Jenkins, Welch 
or the investigating senators. 


Cohn showed earlier, when he 


was cross-examined briefly, that 
he can work up a big head of 
steam under pressure. He talked 
so fast and so much it was as if 
he were afraid there might not be 
enough time left to get out all he 
wanted to say. 


And 
McCarthy? His political 


career may depend on what he 
says and how he says it when he 
goes under cross-examination. He's 
put this kind of heat on other peo- 
ple. 
What will he do when it 


happens to him?

WASHBURN. 111. «B— Historians 


and archeologists have offered sev- 
eral possible solutions tp the mys- 
tery of about 100 human skeletons 
found buried on a farm near this 
Woodford County village. 


The skeletons, buried in two pits 


a few feet apart, were found by 
Roland Braun. while plowing near 
Black Crow Creek.

Prof. John C. McGregor. Univer- 


sity of Illinois archcologist, identi- 
fied the bodies as those Indians, 
mostly adults of both sexes but 
including a few children. He said 
they appeared to»have been buried 
as bones, sometime after .death. 
No traces of pottery, arrow heads, 
beads, etc., makes dating of the 
period of their death almost im- 
possible. 


McGregor plans a further inves- 


tigation at the site in the fall. 


Might Have Starved 


C. C. Tisler of the Ottawa Re- 


publican-Times, an authority on 
Illinois history, today 
suggested 


the dead might have been victims 
of starvation or cannibalism dur- 
ing a great snow of 1774. 


He.searched the newspaper files 


of 1873 and uncovered a story told 
by Perry Armstrong, a student of 
Illinois history, at a. gathering at 
Starved Rock, nead Ottawa. 


Armstrong said the Shick Shack, 


a giant Indian, in the 1830s had 
told him of sufferings of the In- 
dians of the Illinois River Valley 
in the winter of 1774. 


Snow covered the Indian's huts. 


Deer and other game died of star- 
vation. Many of the Indians died. 
Some 
resorted 
to 
cannibalism. 


Then the Indians discovered three 
deer approaching from the south. 
The Indians, killed these, and then 
traveled southward, where they 
had been almost to the southern 
.edge of the storm belt. 


Tisler said another theory 


that the Indians were victims of a 
massacre after a siege of the Fox 
Indians by allied French troops 
and Sauk Indians in 1730. He said, 
however, lhat Washburn is far 
from the previously reported sites 
of the sieqfp and massacre — near 
Piano, near Arrowsmith, and near 
Lowell.

ton, Pawpaw and Byron, but lartfb schools such as 
West Kockford, Sycamore, and Frceport. 


Another problem which has been brought up i» that 


players couldn't KO out for two spring sports, because It 
would hurt both track and the proposed baseball team. Why 
couldn't the boys do both'.' Three boys on the West Rockford 
track team play baseball, and a fellow named Trapp from 
Sycamore, who was good enough to qualify for the state finals 
In the J00-yard dash, plays baseball. 


What tho DIXIM proposes is not a summer baseball 


program which failed here in Dixon, but spring baseball, 
which would be another nport like track, tennis and golf. 


One of the reasons mimmer baseball failed wa* a lack of 


Interest, but a lot of boys were tired after working all day 
in tho Hummer. Spring baseball practice could and should bo 
right after school like track or any other sport. If a person 
likes n sport he will participate in it. Surely, a baseball team 
would not take away from other spring sports, which have 
proved popular with many boys.

WASHINGTON (NBA)— There's 


a revolution imminent in the truck- 
ing industry. 


The U.S. Interstate Commerce 


Commission is currently studying 
two applications which could open 
the door to a major shift of truck 
transportation from the highways 
to the waterways and railroads, 
and perhaps into the air. 


Depending on ICC findings, the 


requests could lead to a complete- 
ly new integration of all continen- 
tal freight traffic on a radically 
different competitive basis. 


In one case^ the ICC is being 


asked to permit the second largest 
trucking firm in Uie East to pur- 
chase a steamship and tug-and- 
'oarge line which now operates 
along the Atlantic coast. 
* * * 


The McLean trucking .firm is 


seeking to take over the S. C. 
Loveland steamship line to create 
what is caned a "Sea-Land" serv- 
ice. The idea is that it's cheaper 
to move loaded trailers between 
north and south points on the coast 
with big ships than it is to run 
them along the highway. 


The proposed 
§50,000,000 plan 


would combine the door-to-door 
service of trucks with the econ- 
omy of water transportation. 


If ICC approves the idea Mc- 


Lean will place an order wiUi 
Bethlehem Steel for four specially- 
designed ships capable of carrying 
286 trailers at speeds close to 30 
tnilcs per hour. 


The .army transportation 
corps 


Is going to the ICC in behalf of this 
proposal as'a defense measure. It 
means that both coastal and high- 
way transportation will be more 
flexible. And the army has been 
concerned about the decline in the 
number of coastal cargo ships 
from 490 in 1938, to 196 as of now.

hauling of truck trailers is already 
being done. 


Still another idea, which would 


be advanced by ICC approval of 
the McLean application, is the plan 
of Farichild Aircraft Corp. to fly 
truck trailer "pods" under its XC- 
120 cargo planes. Loaded pods can 
be moved along the highway by 
truck tractors to landing fields, 
picked up by XC-120S, flown to the 
airfield nearest the destination and 
moved by tractors again to the 
customer's door.

stance, are discovering that the 
extra cost of air freight is econom- 
ical when it's a question of getting 
produce to a favorable market.

ICG's eventual rulings could be 


a major shot in the arm to the 
piggy back idea. Many railroads, 
including the New York Central, 
have studied possibilities of greatly 
expanding truck hauling if given 
favorable conditions by the ICC. 


The questions the New Haven 


wants answered cover all phases 
of piggy back hauling: Can a rail- 
road own its own trucks and ex- 
clude truck lines from the service? 
Can the service be haiJcHed on one 
bill of lading? Can railroads and 
trucking companies get together 
and set up schedules of rates? How 
should profits between railroad and 
truck firm be divided?

The piggy back idea has numer- 


ous advantages. Commuter lines, 
like the New Haven, can use their 
roadbeds and locomotives for haul- 
ing trucks at night. And the high- 
ways which New Haven parallels 
are jammed for truck traffic.

Combat Photog? Always 
Gambler? Loses Life as He 
Stretches Luck Too Far

NEW YORK (/?>—"I am a gam 


bier," once wrote Robcil Capa, 
whose gambling is now over. 


Bob, whom many regard an the 


best combat photographer of his 
generation, explained the dough< 
boy pictorially as ably an his 
friend, Ernie Pyle, did In words. 


This week Capa met Ernie's 


fate. He stretched a gambler's 
luck too far, went to one too many 
wars. A land mine caught him in 
some obscure town in Indochina, 
and turned a fine man into a great 
memory. 


War upfront, as Bob himself has 


said, is "dreary and unspectacu 
lar." There is little to catch the 
camera's eye. but Capa had the 
high art of being at the right spot 
at thVrrght moment to catch the 
unforgettable picture. 


Bob was an exponent of "the 


big chance." He had seen so much 
of war that the routine of it bored 
him. But on the big stories—the 
paratroop drops in Sicily and Ger 
many, the invasion landings at 
Anr.io and Normandy, the relief of 
besieged Bastogne — Capa liked 
to be in the first wave, although 
he was as afraid of death as most 
men are. 


In his autobiography, "Slightly 


Out of Focus," he tells of brooding 
over what chances to take in the 
Normandy landing — whether to 
go ashore with the fiist troops or 
wait until the beaches were safer. 


"I am a gambler. I decided to 


go in with company E in the first 
wave." 


He did go in—on deadly Omaha

beach. He survived, came back 
with 106 action pictures' taken on 
that death-strewn stretch of tide 
and sand. But a darkroom assist 
ant burned up all but eight nega 
lives while drying them. If life 
hadn't already turned Capa into 
a, philosopher, 
this

would have soured him. It didn't. 


Bob's weakness was poker, and 


with a losing hand he could swear 
unintelligible oaths in five tongues 
—English, French. Spanish, Ger< 
man. and his native Hungarian. 
* I believe he wrote his own epi 
taph better when he told of taking 
pictures during the bitter struggle 
for Troina in Sicily. 


"They were simple pictures and 


showed how dreary and unspectac- 
ular fighting actually is. Scoops de- 
pend on luck and quick transmis- 
sion, and most of them don't mean 
anything the day after they arc 
published. But the soldier who 
looks at the shots of Tioma, 10 
years from now in his home in 
Ohio, will be able to say, 'That's 
how it was.' "

be able to give the real feel of it 
as well as Cappa did with his cam- 
era.

WASHINGTON W>-Sen. H. Alex- 


ander Smith (R-NJ) joined Demo< 
crats today in demands that the 
Senate Investigations subcommit- 
tee reverse its dismissal of Francis 
P. Carr and H. Stiuve Hensel as 
principals in the McCarthy-Army 
dispute. 


The dismissal was voted 4-3 by 


Republican members of the sub 
committee, and Smith proposed in 
an interview that the Senate Re 
publican Policy Committee review 
the decision which Democrats have 
threatened to carry to the Senate 
floor. 


"I think the committee made a 


critically senous mistake," Smith 
said. "Both men should be put on 
the witness stand." 


Colin Itccallcd 


Roy M. Cohn was recalled to the 


stand for the start of this 23rd 
day of the televised hearings to 
complete his direct testimony and 
ptobably face cross-examination. 


Cohn told the committee Thurs- 


day that Army Counselor John G. 
Adams had tried to "blackmail" 
him and his boss, Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis), into dropping an investi- 
gation of alleged Communists in 
the Army. 


In his account, which directly 


contradicted earlier sworn testi- 
mony by Adams and Secretary of 
the Army Stevens on half a dozen 
m a j o r points, Cohn frequently 
named Carr as having attended his 
talks with the Army officials. 


The 27-year-old Cohn, chief coun- 


sel for the subcommittee, said he 
and Carr heard Adams offer them 
information about "sex deviates" 
in the Air Force if the subcommit- 
tee would sidetrack its hunt for 
Communists at Ft. Monmouth, N.J. 


He said, Carr, chief of the sub- 


committee staff, was on hand when] 
Secretary Stevens said, according 
to Cohn, he would "have to resign" 
if the Inquiry were continued. 


Accused of Pressure 


Stevens and Adams have accused 


McCarthy, Cohn and Carr of exert- 
ing improper pressure to get fa- 
vored Army treatment for Pvt. G. 
David Schine, a former unpaid 
subcommittee 
consultant. 
Over 


Army objections, the subcommittee 
Wednesday dropped Carr 'as a 
principal. 


Hensel, assistant secretary of de- 


fence, 
was named 
along 
with 


Stevens and Adams by the Mc- 
Carthy camp as having sought to 
d I s c r e d i t the subcommittee. 
Stevens and Adams were accused 
as having tried to use Schine as 
a "hostage" to halt McCaithy's 
investigation of the Army. Neither 
Hensel nor McCarthy objected to 
tho dismissal of Hensel as a prin- 
cipal. 


Cohn also named Carr as having 


heaid McCarthy tell Adams at a 
New York luncheon that the sena- 
tor would not be silent if Stevens 
removed Maj. Gen. Klike B. Law- 
ton as commander at Ft. Mon- 
mouth. Cohn said Lawton's coop- 
eration with the McCaithy com- 
mittee brought on Uus proposal, 
which was never carried out. 


Srcrot Ilrport 


Cohn 
told the subcommittee 


Thursday one factor which in- 
fluenced the subcommittee to un- 
dertake a search for espionage in 
tho army was a secret report pre- 
pared by Paul Crouch, self-de- 
scribed cx-Communist who has tes- 
tified frequently before courts and 
congressional groups. Cohn .said 
this report, prepared in March, 
1953, said there were over 1,000 
Reds in the armed forces. 


Atty. Gen. Brownell told a news 


conference several hours later the 
Justice department is studying al- 
legations that Crouch gave directly 
contradictory 
testimony at two 


federal court trials. Crouch is a 
consultant to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 


Brownell said also he has asked 


aimy intelligence to let him know 
what it learns about how matenal 
Horn secret army files came into 
McCarthy's hands. The senator 
weeks ago produced a document 
which Brownell said repeated lan- 
guage in a secret FBI report to 
the army and should not be made 
public. It has not formally been 
introduced in the hearings. 


Invites Indictment 


Sen. McClellan (D-Ark) ques- 


tioned Thursday w h e t h e r Mc- 
Carthy's possession of the docu- 
ment was a violation of the law. 
McCarthy said if anyone wants to 
indict him. "let them go ahead." 
He has said he got Die paper from 
an army officer he declined to 
name. 


Cohn, a rapid-fire witness, told 


the 
subcommittee Thursday of 


events he said led up to the al- 
leged 
"blackmail" 
e f f o r t 
by 


Adams. 


He said that last Jan. 22. after 


Adams had visited McCarthy's 
apartment. McCarthy told him the 
army counselor was trying to pull 
"a neat little tnck of blackmail 
and saying that unless we killed 
the investigation there would be 
spread around about me (Cohn) a 
report that would be embarrassing 
to me." Cohn said McCarthy had 
refused to yield. 


Ray H. Jenkins, subcommittee 


special counsel, noted Adams'hnd 
testified that the next day he be- 
gan preparation of a chronology of 
evenu in th« Schin* matter wiuch 


formed a basis for the army's 
formal charges. 


Both Agrre 


Cohn and the cailier army wit- 


nesses agreed on one major point 
—that the McCarthy subcommit- 
tee's insistence on calling mem- 
bers of a top aimy loyalty board 
before it caused the break in rela- 
tions. But they didn't agiee on how 
this came about. 


Cohn said Adams told him the 


subpoenas presented "very, very 
great problems to him and that he 
would have to stop at nothing to 
see that the investigation was 
killed at that point." 


Previously, on Jan. 11, Cohn 


said, Adams came to his office 
and that: 


"Mr. Adams said we weie not 


cooperating with him and that he 
was going to .show some-examples 
of jioncooperation too and 
how 


would we like it if Schine were 
ordered ovciscas." 
j 


"Didn't Cam" 


Cohn said he and Can1 and oth- 


ers "made it clcar<we didn't caie" 
if Schine were sent overseas. 


Jenkins asked if Adams had 


made "a threat . . . to send Dave 
Schine overseas if you persisted in 
investigating Ft. Monmouth and in 


subpoenaing the membeis of the 
loyalty board?" 


"I would say, sir, that is a sen- 


sible interpretation of what hap- 
pened on that day," Cohn replied. 


Adams has contended that he 


was joking if he ever referred to 
Schine as a "hostage." Cohn said 
Adams "called him by that name, 
as 'The Hostage,' more frequently 
than he called him by the name 
of Schine." 


Cohn descubed a Dec. 9 incident 


when Adams drew a map o( the 
United States. 
He said Adams 


seemed convinced that the com- 
mittee was going into a new in- 
vestigation and made him this 
proposition: 


"You mark on this map the lo- 


cation of the Army place which 
you are going to investigate ne xt 
and I am going to mark down the 
location of an Air Force base 
where there are a large number 
of sex deviates which will make 
some very good hearings for your 
committee." 


Rejected Idea 


Cohn said he rejected the idea. 


Adams has denied he ever had or 
offered the subcommittee data in- 
volving the Navy or Air Force for 
possible investigation. Cohn said 
he recalled three such specific of- 
fers from Adams and one from 
Stevens, who also denied making 
any. 


Jenkins told Cohn this might be 


regarded as "the most senous 
charge made by you and Sen. Mc- 
Carthy."
